It ought to be said here that 
Martha's Vineyard is peopled mostly 
by Mayhew s, who occasionally let in an 
outsider under pledge of good be- 
havior and due regard to their su- 
premacy. 

Bilgartown, the first inhabited por- 
tion of the island, was founded by* a 
MayheW, Governor Thomas Mayhew, 
as he was called, in Kill.'. * This 
gentleman had a crown grant of the 
island, and settled there as a mission- 
ary to the Indians. Manx of the 
homes in the island hax'e a litho- 
graphed family tree of the Mayhexvs 
hung up on their parlor xvalls, 'show- 
ihe ramifications and early 
intermarriages of this sturdy stock. 

The early Mayhcws were entirely 
unafilieted. and devoted themselves to 
ndians ohools, teaching 
the Indian girls to spin, etc. Hut 
Benjamin Mayhew, their descendant, 
who flourished at the end of the last 
century, had eleven children, four of 
whom were oongenitally deaf. Mr. 
West told me that his own wife's 
grandfather w as a second cousin of this 
Benjamin Mayhew. 

Skipping over a period of somi 
years, the startling record of 
d.af'iess took up its thread xx ith the 
marriage of this 1 West, my 

\is-a-vis, to Diadema Tflton. Of their 
eight children, live were eongenitally 
Of this same George West's 
thirty-time grandchildren, ten have 
been i illy deaf, and two more

('hilmark is an unusually healthy 
place. Its inhabitants are tall, well 
formed ami sturdy, and live almost 
forever.

living, at the ripe age of S)T years.

Had the original stock been am 
sturdy, or the environment any less 
healthy and life-giving, the type 
would inevitably have deteriorated. 

Idiots would have been much more 
numerous, and many more collateral 
branches would have "petered out."

('hilmark is therefore, the strongest 
kind of evidence of Dr. Bell's 
nieiit that 33 1-8 percent of the chil- 
dren of eongenitallv deaf parents are 
deaf themselves. For it shoxxs even 
a higher ratio ol" deafness in some 
eases where both of the parents have 
been healthy.

PROUD OF IIIK1R AKH 

The kindly and well-in f orated 
people whom I saxv, strange to say, 

seem to be proud of the affliction — to 
regard it as a kind of plume in the 
hat of the stock. Elsewhere the 
afflicted are screened as mueh as 
possible from public gaze, and invari- 
ably from public notoriety, But 
people gave me a great lot of 
extending back four 
generations. These, pictures of people 
xvho have never spoken a word from 
the day of their birth, create the im- 
.ui of tbe invasion by deafness 
of what might otherwise have been a 
wonderfully perfect type. 

There was never been any attempt 
made to send any of these eongenital- 
ly deaf children to oral schools. The 
feeling, in fact, is so strong in favor 
of the prevalence i<i\ a non-speaking 
race that any one who should go there 
and offer by the use of some magician's 
wand to wipe out the affliction from the 
place ami to prevent its recurrence, 
would almost be regarded as a public 
enemy, and not as a benefactor.

HKLD IIP BY II1U1IWAVNEH, 

Albert A. Barnes, forty-five years 
old, who is deaf and dumb, and is 
employed as a clerk in the pest- 
office, was held up Wednesday even- 
ing shortly after 6 o'clock bv two un- 
known men who overtook him in Oae 
Hundred and Sixteenth Street, near 
Seventh Avenue, while on the way to 
his home, No. 129 West One Hun- 
dred and Eleventh Street. 

There was no one in the neighbor- 
hood at the time. Barnes noticed tbe 
two men standing at the foot of the 
elevated stairs. J'hey followed close 
behind him until within 100 feet of 
nth Avenue, when they walked 
up, one on either side of him, and 
began to talk. 

Barns says he thought from their 
actions that they were asking alms. 
He made a motion with his bands to 
indicate that he had nothing to give 
them. 

They walked at his side for about 
twenty-five feet and then seised him. 
; niggled, and bad managed te 
wriggle himself away when one of 
the men drew a revolver and placed 
the inuczle in his face. 

Instead of throwing up his hands, 
Mr. Barnes attacked the man with the 
revolver. The other man then drew 
a revolver and with the butt end hit 
Mr. Barnes back of the right ear. The 
blow made him stagger. 
The highwaymen dragged Mr. Barnes 
to the opposite side of the street and 
placed him with hia back to a fence. 
While one held him the other went 
through his pockets. They found only 
65 cents. One of them struck Mr. 
Barns under the ear, knocking him te 
the ground senseless. 

Mr. Barnes does not know how long 

he was unconscious. But when be 

to himself he staggered to his 

home. Back of his ear was an uf ly 

bruis 

Mr. Barnes says one of the highway- 
men was tall and slender and wore a 
dark mustache. His description of the 
man answers that of Smith or Rudden, 
who is locked up on suspioiou of cut- 
ting Mrs.Tuttle's throat. 

Police Captain Thompson, of the 
Manhat tan ville Pol Station, 

brought Barnes to the station to see 
the prisoner, but be did not identify 
him. ('apt. Thompson issued orders 
to his men to keep a careful watch 
for beggars. 

Policeman Windergarden Saturday 
evening discovered two suspicious 
looking men at Eighth avenue and One 
hundred and Forty -fifth street asking 
alms. In half an hour they followed a 
doxen persons from the "L" station 
and approached several. They waited 
in each case until their man reached a 
dark place on the aveune. 

At One Hundred and Forty-first 
street Windergarden walked toward 
the pair after they had sought alms 
from an elderly man. They took to 
their heels and disappeared across 
lots. 

They returned half an hour later, 
and Windergarden chased them half a 
block before he overtook them.

Dean roller's lecture on "Time 
and Space" was cut short by the 

flight of time itself] Friday evening, 

hence we can give but a portion of il 
in this letter. 

" 'nine cannot be seen or heard or 
felt. Poets and others imagine it in 
various forms and speak of time as 
flowing like a stream, of the flight of 
Time, and the wings of time, and of 
the feet of time as noiseless, or slow, 
or swift. Byron has this line, "Oh 
time, the beautifief of the dead." 
We speak of a cold time, a happy 
time, hard times, etc., though time 
itself is not cold or happy or hard. 

What do We really know about 
Time? We know the relations of 
things or events, as successive, tflat 
is, before and after ; as present, past 
and future ; as longer or shorter in 
duration ; and as simultaneous, OC 
ourring or continuing together. * * 
We can never catch and hold the pre 
sent, because it constantly slips back 
into the past 

Llow do we measure time? We 
cannot measure time by our own 
thoughts alone. Time seems long to 
the child and seems to pass more 
quickly as we grow old. When we 
are engaged in interesting talk or play 
or work, time seems lo pass ipiiokly. 
A poet sings : 

"Too late I staved; foruive the crime ; 

In heeded rtcvv I he lie; 

For noiseless falls the fool of time 

That Only treads on Hewers." 

Rosalind in Shakespeare's " As you 

like it," tells us who time ambles with- 
al ; who time trots withal ; who time 
gallops withal. 

Wlie.i two persons begin and end 
their lives together, we know their 
lives are equally long. Hut we can- 
not put yesterday by the Bide of to- 
day, or last year by the side of this 
year, or one step or one beat of the 
hand by the side of another that 
conies after it, or one beat of the 
pendulum by the next, so as to com- 
pare their duration. We have to take 
it for granted that events of the 
same sort oooupy the same time 
when repeated. Hut this 

not always true. The days from 
noon to noon arc not always precisely 
the same. The friction of the tides 
make our days grow shorter and 
shorter by xivy small fractions of a 
second. Our clocks and watches 
vary with the temperature of the air 
We have no absolutely perfect meas- 
ure of time." 

Here we were given a description 
of various ancient devices for measur- 
ing time such, as the Clepsydra or 
Waterclock of the Romans, the sun- 
dial, hour glass, notched candles, the 

noon-mark on the floor, the pendulum 

and its connection with modern clocks 
and watches. Then the lecturer went 
on to speak of space. 

Space also is known to us only by 
the relations of things in space. Sup- 
pose a cubical block to be alone in 
with no sky and no earth, one 
side of the block would not be up or 
down more than another, and the 
could not be said to have any- 
place or to be cither in motion or at 
rest.

Thousands of hearts in the two 
cities were saddened yesterday morn- 
ing by the announcement that " Dr." 
Joel Kerr was dead. Perhaps no 
man in Pittsburgh was more widely 
known and when he closed his humble 
life of usefulness there was mourning 
alike in the home of the newsboy and 
bootblack and the palace of the weal 

thy. 

Mr. Kerr was born 79 years ago 
near Finleyville, Washington county 
As a young man he spent several 
years tn Elizabeth, Pa., where he 
learned the trades of boat builder and 
bouse oarpenter. He came to Pitts- 
burgh 60 years ago, and for some time 
was engaged in boatbuilding. The 
Coal Hill, Leopard, Tigress and other 
well known boats were constructed 
under his supervision and the work 
was honestly done. Twenty-five 
years ago he built several crane boat* 
and has since been engaj' 
ing them in the upper rivers. He 
did not relinquish his b e mBeae pur- 
suits until two weeks ago when he 
was compelled, by a general breaking 
down of the system, to take to hit 
bed from which he never rose. 

While the deceased was well known 
among the rivermen of the upper 
rivers, and enjoyed their universal 
respect, it was not in the line of secu- 
lar business that he made the reputa- 
tion which will live long in this city. 

As an earnest, humble, Christian 
man he left his impress by his works 
on the whole community. 

The deceased had long been a prom- 
inent member of the Third Uo 
Presbyterian church and was active 
in church work, but did not confine 
his activities to the narrow sphere of 
a single congregation. His heart was 
too large for that, and was constantly 
seeking wider fields for the exercise 
of those qualities of which he was 
possessed in a remarkable degree. 

The Institute for the Deaf and 
Dumb, at Edgewood, of which the 
whole city is proud, can be tr 
directly to the work of Mr. Ken- 
In 186» he was in charge of a mission 
Sabbath school which he had es- 
>5 years before in the 
Franklin Street school building. The 
boys were, rough, but they ha 
wonderfully attached to their fi 
and were good drummers for the 
school. One Sabbath a boy brought 
with him a bright colored boy and 
installed him on the seat beside him.

The deceased had a part directly or 
indirectly in almost every charitable 
and benevolent werk in the city. He 
was a chareer member of the Western 
Pennsylvania Humane society and 
was President Eaton's right-hand 
man in his work. Time after time he 
exeicised the strong arm of the Bociety 
in behalf of abused children and ani- 
mals, aud the fires of indignation 
could burn at times in his soul as fierce- 
1 



y as ordinarily did the fires of love. 
He acquired the title of " doctor " by 
ministering to the sick, firBt receiving 
it on account of services rendered to 
a lumberman who had met with a 
serious accident. 

Mr. Kerr was a member of the board 
of managers of the Seaman's bethel on 
Duquesne Bay, and usually carried a 
book of meal tickets with him so as to 
be ready to relieve the hungry when- 
ever a deserving case presented itself. 
For fifty years he had done service 
in the infant class of the Sabbath 
school connected with the Third 
United Presbyterian church, and 
at the time of his death was its assist- 
ant superintendent. Newsboys and 
bootblacks had a large place in his 
heart and he in theirs. It was a com- 
mon thing to seethe newsies hover 
about his home on Elm Street looking 
for a chance to do him a favor, and 
often he would gratify them by allow- 
ing them to split his kindling wood, 
carry coal and assist in other house- 
hold work. There was not a newsy 
or bootblack on the hill who would 
not make any sacrifice for their 
friend. Yet he was stern with them 
and his advice could not be mistaken, 
but they saw the loving heart behind 
the iron hand. 

For several years Mr. Kerr wa ac- 
tively engaged in a mission Sabbath 
school, which was carried on at Grand 
Street and Second Avenue by the tem- 
perance societies. It was the foun- 
dation of the present Moorhead mission 
in fact. His help was invaluable here. 
He seemed to know every shanty boat 
and every inhabitant of every boat 
on the river, and he was kindly re- 
ceived everywhere. Many a child 
and adult too, in response to Mr. 
Kerr's invitation came to the Sabbath 
school and heard the way of life. 
His simple, earnest approach and 
aid not be resisted, and 
people who believed in little else 
ved in Joel Kerr. 
;n the hill districts an infidel 
lav 'lying. His friends begged he 
would receive a visit from a clergy- 
man, but he steadily refused, although 
he was aware that death was near 
At last he said : " I won't have any 
preacher come here, but you may 
send for Joel Kerr." Mr. Kerr visit- 
ed him in response to an invitation 
and ministered to the flying 
man with all the earnestnesss of his 
nature. 

The life of I ased was that 

of a simple, earned, humble Chris- 
tian. In all his efforts for the relief of 
the suffering and the improvement of 
iidition of those around him, he 
was secorifled by his wife, wh 
vives him. His influence among men 
was remarkable.
